This time we started 
them on inst plain feed and water 
Without medication ol any kind for 
coccidiosis, hut we stirred the lit 
ter twice daily after the (links 
were two weeks old. 
So tar we’ve 
had no signs of cocci 
“ They are in a 
IOO by 30 foot 
house. 
It took only 45 minutes a 
day to stir the litter and keep it 
loose 
We figure that Ibis labor, 
rated at $1.00 an hour, is cheaper 
than medication plus the chick loss 
and the setback the chickens sui 
fee "

Home Grown 
Lumber Saves 
Building Costs 


You can save from one third to 
one-half of your 
farm 
building 
costs by using home grown lumber. 
W. F BulKley, extension fort's 
(< i at the I Diversity of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, says that 
lumber cut from voui own farm 
woodland is especially good for 
such rough construction as tram 
ing for hams, machine sheds, poul­ 
try houses, cribs and bins 
You can use native woods in­ 
doors for flooring, baseboards and 
trim, window anil door casings and 
paneling, Bulkily points out. 
One problem involves planing 
the lumber for interior use 
An 
other involves kiln drying to pre­ 
vent cheeking, cracking and warp 
ing that are so common when wood 
seasons too fast. 
There are plan 
ing mills and dry kilns in Illinois 
that will do custom work 
There are about 82,000 farms in 
Illinois at the present time with 
woodlands that are an excellent 
source of native wood materials. 
Many farmers hesitate to use this 
available 
material 
because they 
have not had experience in hand­ 
ling it, the specialist says 
For more information on use 
of home grown lumber, ask your 
county farm adviser for a copy of 
Farmers Bulletin 1756, “ Selection 
of Lumber for Farm and Home 
Buildings," and Circular 612, “ Sea­ 
son Your Lumber.”

Young Forest 
Trees Need Care 


You can’t expect to develop a 
healthy, vigorous quality stand of 
trees that will put on the growth 
you want them to without taking 
care of them 
L B. Culver, extension forester 
at the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, says that the 
first thing to do after you put out 
forest seedlings is to protect them 
from fire and livestock 
Keep livestock out of the plant­ 
ing with a tight fence, Culver sug 
gests 
Stock will eat or break off 
the young seedlings or will kill 
the roots by tramping the soil. 
Never start a fire in tin* area, 
and try to keep all tires away. Be 
I careful et smoking materials. 
If 
a tire hazard exists in an adjacent 
area, protect your woodland with 
a plowed strip 
N on should watch your planting 
closely for the first few years and 
replant where the trees do not 
.survive 
From 15 to 20 years lat 
cr, as Die trees grow and spread 
Out, it may he necessary to thin 
them to reduce competition and 
to keep the growth rate where you 
want it.

Is Your Hoy 
Deficient in 
Vitamin A? 
Last summer's drouth may af­ 
fect this year's calf crop, veterin 
arians at the University of Illinois 
('(/liege of 
Veterinary 
Medicine 
warn 
In some areas the dry weather 
cut down on the vitamin A con­ 
tent of the hay that is now being 
led to cattle, 
lf your cows don't 
get enough of this vitamin, they 
may lose their appetites, be unable 
to see in dim light or he unable 
to meet the needs of pregnancy, 
calving and milk production. 
Such cattle are generally weak, 
thin and unthrifty. 
Their calves 
are often weak or blind, and they 
may die. 
Feed your cattle an adequate, 
well balanced ration at all times, 
including plenty of good legume 
hay to give them vitamin A. Also 
include some protein, mineral sup 
plement and an 
easily digested 
feed, such as corn. 
Feed a min­ 
eral mixture free choice. 
If your 
hay was damaged by the drouth, 
you may have to give the cattie 
additional vitamin A and calcium 
Save that extra colostrum (the 
first milk alter calving). It is rich 
in vitamin A, proteins and choline 
and will help your young calves 
build up 
resistance 
to disease. 
Keep it in your deep freezer it 
you have one 
Mix it with whole 
milk and feed it to calves under 
eight weeks of age
